A LABOUR government 
will hand new Scottish 
Secretary lan Murray a 
£150million war chest to 
combat poverty. 

Murray, who is certain to 
lead the Scotland Office in a 
new Starmer government, 
will be given the levelling up 
cash to fund councils without 
Holyrood approval. 

The money will be used to 
try to reverse 14 years of Tory 
austerity and tackle poverty 
across Scotland. 

Speaking ahead of the UK 
Labour manifesto launch today, 
Murray said: “Labour will reduce 
poverty by growing our economy 
and making work pay. 

“This funding will help create 
jobs across the country and 
unlock opportunities across 
Scotland, especially in deprived 
communities who have been let 
down by the Tories and the SNP 
for too long” 

Levelling up funding, currently 
under the control of Michael 
Goves government department, 
was set up in the wake of the UK 
leaving the EU. 

Billions of pounds have been 
awarded to projects across the 
UK since 2021, with round two 
worth £177million for Scotland. 

But the Labour manifesto, 
which will be published today by 
leader Keir Starmer, will back a 
major shake-up of the system. 

More than £150million would 
be given directly to the Scotland 
Office, turning it into a proper 
spending department with 
financial clout. 

The cash would be targeted at 
deprived areas with an emphasis 
on cutting poverty, creating jobs 
and stimulating growth. 

Murray, who sits in Starmer’s 
shadow cabinet, told the Record: 
“If Labour is privileged enough 
to form the next UK government 
we will turbocharge the Scotland 
Office with a remit to create jobs, 
drive growth and deliver the 
change Scotland needs. 

“That means promoting 
Scotland's world-class produce, 
products and services around 
the world to boost exports and 
drive investment. 

“Scotland is the best country 
in the world and we will sell our 
country to the world. 

“We will ensure the 
government delivers 
for Scotland, such as 
establishing GB 
Energy, headquartered 
in Scotland, creating 
69,000 jobs, bringing down bills 
and ensuring our energy security 
for years to come. 

“And the Scotland Office will 
oversee investment in Scotland 
to create jobs, deliver economic 
growth and reduce poverty 
across Scotland. 

“That’s the change Scotland

needs and it’s the change we can 
get if we vote out the Tories and 
replace them with a UK Labour 
government with Scottish 
Labour MPs at its heart. 

“Its an opportunity we can't 
afford to miss.’ 

SNP figures are sceptical of the 
way the levelling up money has 
operated in recent years. They 


believe the so-called “slush fund” 
has been targeted at Tory constit- 
uencies with the aim of helping 
the re-election of sitting MPs. 
Nationalists also believe the 
cash should be spent by 
Holyrood, not Westminster. 
The Labour manifesto will 
confirm previous commitments

to end the non-dom tax status, 
introduce VAT on private school 
fees, create GB Energy and boost 
workers rights. 

Speaking ahead ofthe launch, 
Starmer said economic growth 
will be his “number one priority”. 

He said: “Some people say how 
you grow the economy is not a 
central question — that it’s not 

about how you create 
wealth, but how you 
tax it, how you spend 
it, how you slice the 
cake, that’s all that 
matters. 

“This manifesto is a total rejec- 
tion of that argument because if 
you transform the nature of the 
jobs market, change the infra- 
structure that supports invest- 
ment into our economy, reform 
the planning regime, start to 
unlock the potential of billions 
upon billions in projects that are

Plans to bypass Holyrood to 
get funds to councils sparked 
anger among Labours 
opponents. Green MSP Ross 
Greer said: “Additional funding 
for Scotland is clearly needed to 
make up for 14 years of Tory 
budget cuts, but where it goes 
should be decided by Scotland's 
elected parliament and govern- 
ment, not by Westminster. 

“If Labour priorities are 
tackling poverty and creating 
jobs, it would make a far bigger 
difference to ditch their commit- 
ment to follow the Tories overall 
spending plans. Our country 
desperately needs investment, 
not more cuts to essential public 
services with a bit of targeted 
spending on the side” 
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KEIR Starmer has said that Labour 
won't scrap the two-child benefit cap 
or raise tax in its General Election 
manifesto. 

The UK Labour leader said he was 
refusing to commit to “unfunded 
promises” like Tory Prime Minister 
Rishi Sunak. 

The benefits cap, announced a 
decade ago, limits Universal Credit 
and child tax credits to the first two 
children. Scottish Labour wants to 
abolish it. Senior Labour figures 
previously called it “heinous”. 

Starmer was speaking during Sky 
News’ Battle for No10 programme 
last night. Asked why he wouldn't 
get rid of the cap, he said: “It's a 
difficult choice. We will have an anti 
child poverty strategy. But the 
easiest thing in the world is what 
Rishi Sunak is doing. [It] is to simply

A NEW law beefing up 
the rights of bereaved 
families will be included 
in Scottish Labour's 
manifesto next week. 

Party leader Anas 
Sarwar Said “Milly's 
Law”, named after tragic 
10-year-old Milly Main, 
will be a central part of 
his plan to transform the 
NHS and help families. 

He also said Labour 
will “never, ever” 
privatise the NHS 
following claims by the 
SNP that it is at risk. 

Milly was in remission 
from leukemia at the 
Queen Elizabeth 
University Hospital when 
she caught an infection 
and died in 2017. 

Her mum, Kimberly 
Darroch, only learned 
about the infection link 
when she read the claims 
of a whistleblower in the 
Record two years later. 

An independent probe 
eventually concluded 
Milly died after 
“probably” catching a 
water-linked infection at 
the QUEH. 

Sarwar has pursued 
justice for Milly's family 
and he will push through 
a package of policies to 
help vulnerable families 
if he becomes first 
minister.

Just as he thought 
things couldn't get any 
worse, a poll showed the 
Scots Tory leader will 
lose his seat. 
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THE Tories will lose all of 
their Scottish seats at the 
General Election, a new poll 
has predicted. 

The blow comes after a 
disastrous campaign for the 
Tories, with Rishi Sunak snubbing 
D-Day commemorations and 
Douglas Ross quitting as Scottish 
Tory leader. 

The Ipsos survey put the 
Conservatives on just 13 per cent 
of the vote in Scotland. 

Expert pollsters who studied 
the survey say this would result 
in the Tories losing all seven of 
their Westminster seats. 

And it would mean party 
leader Ross - who is standing in 
Aberdeenshire North and Moray 
East - would be defeated. 

Labour and the SNP were neck 
and neck on 36 per cent in the 
poll, which predicts they would 
each get 27 seats, with the Lib 
Dems picking up the three others. 

First Minister John Swinney 
said he was “encouraged” by the 
poll predicting six Tory seats 
falling to the SNP. 

He said: “This is a very different 
poll to the ones we've seen up 
until now which I think indicates 
the SNP is engaging strongly with 
the public. 

“But we've got three more 
weeks to go and we have got a lot 
to set out to the public before 
polling day. 

“Well be doing that because 
I want people in Scotland to 
understand that only by having 
SNP MPs in Westminster will they 
be protected from the austerity 
that the Labour Party is now 
proposing to deliver on the people 
of our country: 

The last time the Tories were 
wiped out in Scotland was the 
1997 Labour landslide. 

The party then only held one 
seat between 2001 and 2017. 

The poll was positive for Labour 
as Ipsos generally has them 
lagging behind the SNP. 

It would result in 26 gains for 
Labour and 27 losses for the SNP. 
But the Nationalists would pick 
up the six seats which the Tories 
won in 2019. 

The Tories are facing a drub- 
bing UK-wide, with Labour 
expected to win the election. 

It comes after Ross 
announced he would 
replace hospitalised 
candidate David 
Duguid, who was 
blocked from 
standing. 

The poll was conducted 
between June 3-9 and 1150 people 
were interviewed. It is the first 

Scottish poll Ipsos has carried 

out here since the General 

Election was called. 

Labour had gone up four 
points from the last survey in 
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Nats set to seize six seats and Labour the 
other as Conservatives face Scots wipeout 


January. The SNP was down three 
points. 

Ross and Tory Prime Minister 
Rishi Sunak are also extremely 
unpopular, the poll showed. 

Some 56 per cent were dissatis- 
fied with Ross, with only 27 per 
cent satisfied. This gave him a net 
approval rating of -29 per cent. 

Sunak was even more unpop- 


ular at 79 per cent, giving him a 
net rating of -64 per cent. 

Scottish Labour leader Anas 
Sarwar boasted the highest 
approval rating at -1 per cent 
compared with -2 per cent for 
First Minister Swinney. 

Labour leader Keir Starmer'’s 
rating was -12 per cent. Scottish 


Tory chairman Craig Hoy said: 
“Voters know in key seats across 
Scotland it’s a straight fight 
between the Scottish Conserva- 
tives and the SNP - and these 
battles will be extremely close. 

“Stephen Flynn has said every 
SNP MP elected will double down 
on their independence obsession, 
instead of focusing on the peoples 

priorities — fixing 
Scotland's ailing 
public services 
and creating good 
jobs. 

“The only way 
to stop this is to defeat the SNP 
- and that means voting Scottish 
Conservative in the seats where 
only we are capable of beating 
them’ 

The poll also suggested a soft 
vote that could lean heavily to 
Labour. Some 55 per cent said 
they had definitely decided where 


their vote would go. But of those 
who said they had not, 24 per cent 
said they could move to Labour. 

Of those who claimed they 
would vote SNP, 64 per cent said 
they would definitely do so, 
compared with 55 per cent for 
Labour and 43 per cent for the 
Conservatives. 

Ipsos Scotland managing 
director Emily Gray said even 
small moves in vote share could 
make a “big difference’ to the final 
result given the profile of marginal 
constituencies and parties 
have “a huge amount to play for 
in the remaining weeks of the 
campaign’. 

She added: “Although it 
currently looks a very close race 
between the SNP and Labour, 
there are signs that Labour may 
be in a stronger position than the 
SNP to win further voters over 
during the campaign’

THE publication today of the UK

Letby, 34, is on trial again charged 
with the attempted murder of a baby 
girl, who can only be identified as 
“Child K” for legal reasons. 

Last summer, the former neonatal 
nurse was convicted of murdering 
seven babies and the attempted 
murder of six more while she 
worked at the Countess of Chester 
Hospital. 

The court heard that the jury in 
Letby’s original 10-month trial had 
failed to reach a verdict over 
allegations she faced in the case of 
Child K. 

Opening the retrial at Manchester 
Crown Court yesterday, prosecutor 
Nick Johnson KC told jurors: “We are 
saying that her status as a multiple 
murderer and attempted murderer is 
an important piece of the evidence 
that you can, if you wish, take into 
account when you are considering 
whether we have made you sure that

Knight to marry her after lying that 
she was a top doctor at a Norther 
Irish hospital. 

But the doc claim was a lie and Lisa 
also had a conviction for bigamy 
after marrying her third husband 
Mike Hughes while still wed to her 
second groom. 

Husband number six Peter, 63, was 
warned via text on his wedding day 
about Lisas shady past but couldnt 
bring himself to believe it. 

When Peter, from St Andrews, in 
Fife, found out the truth about Lisa 
he ended their relationship, saying he 
felt like an “absolute fool”.

“My brother told me she injected 
him with what she said was a flu jab 
and she also took bloods from him at 
his home. 

“He told me they delivered the 
bloods to his GP surgery in Co Down. 


A short time later he received a phone 
call claiming to be from the surgery, 
telling him he had severe liver disease 
and he must stop taking alcohol. 
“We believed her because we 
believed she was a nurse. But he 
doesn't have liver disease and he never 
had a follow-up call about treatment 
for the disease he was told he had’

His comments, made in Qatar, came as 
Lebanon’s Hezbollah fired a massive 
barrage of rockets into northern Israel to 
avenge the killing of a commander, further 
escalating regional tensions.

Nordegren, submitted a note to Palm

ALLY MACLEOD’S squad made 
their way to Argentina on a tidal 
wave of fervent patriotism — only for 
the hotel pool to have no water in it.

“Tt was all because wed beaten 
England - who didn't qualify - a 
year earlier at Wembley. That was 
enough to send you there with 
people thinking you could win it! 

“But the World Cup was completely 
different to the home internationals. 
We went to a World Cup with people 
believing we were an exceptional 
Scotland team but that backfired 
because there were more exceptional 
teams there than us’ 

Indeed, the bid for glory was 
doomed the moment Macari and 
his team-mates landed in Argentina. 

He added: “The hotel we were 
staying in wasn't an actual hotel, it 
had been converted from something 
else because of the World Cup. 

“Tt had aswimming pool but there 
was no water in it, so we couldnt 
actually swim. And when we arrived 
they were still laying the carpets. 

“To top it all, our bus broke down 
when we got there. It didn’t start 
well and didn’t get much better!” 

Steve Clarke's side are unlikely to 
encounter such problems after an 
impressive qualifying campaign.

the worrying thing for Scotland 
is that neither Musiala nor Wirtz 
look as if they'll be fazed by any 
stage — or any opponent. 

And as they faced the media 
at their Euro 2024 base camp 
yesterday, Musiala - who spent 
most of his childhood living in 
England - confidently stated 
that we SHOULD be fearful 
about what they might do to us. 

The former Chelsea youth 
player spent some time with 
Scots star Billy Gilmour in the 
Stamford Bridge set-up. 

But as muchas he rates the 
Brighton midfielder highly, 
Musiala is more concerned 
with what he and Wirtz can 
do on the Euros stage. 

He said: “Billy is a few years 
older than me but I watched a 
lot of his games at Chelsea. 

“You could see his quality 
right from the start. He's very

“Tt was a serious setback for 
me that I was injured before the 
World Cup. 

“But I promised the coaching 
team that I would be 100 per 
cent fit again. 

“This is my first tournament 
and in my own country. 

“So I'm full of anticipation 
because this is something 
special. We have already done 
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some tactical work on Scotland 
but it would be unwise, of 
course, to say exactly what.

Musiala and Wirtz are so 
highly rated in Germany due to 
their performances in the 
Bundesliga and with the 
national team that they've been 
compared to a couple of legends. 

It was put to them that theyre 
similar to former captain 
Bastian Schweinsteiger and 
ex-front-man Lukas Podolski, 
who both won the World Cup 
in 2014. 

But Wirtz said: “Of course, 
they are idols of the past and 
youre happy when youre 
compared to players who had 
careers like they had with 
Germany. 

“But we dont want to 
become the new 
Schweinsteiger or Podolski. 

“Were just trying to bring 
our own qualities to the pitch. 
And in the end, we just want the

Musiala already has his 
own nickname in German 
football - Bambi. 

And if hes as fleet-footed as 
he usually is for Bayern Munich 
against Scotland tomorrow 
night, Clarkes defence will have 
a problem.

BILLY GILMOUR had just 
enjoyed the greatest game 
of his fledgling career. 

To the watching world, that 
night at Wembley three years 
ago was the launchpad that 
would inevitably blast him 
towards football's stratosphere. 

But after the dizzying high of 
dominating England's midfield 
under their own arch in his first 
ever Scotland start, came a crash 
landing at rock bottom the 
following morning when a 
positive Covid test meant his 
Euros was over.

He wasn’t even permitted to 
pick up his boots and lucky, 
personalised shin-guards 
from the kit room. Mementoes 
of a magical moment which 
remain missing to this day. 

He drove home alone to his 
London apartment and locked 
himself inside for 10 days, 
enduring the very tournament 
which was supposed to markhis 
coming ofage. And watching the 
wizardly Luca Modric - a 
boyhood idol — hypnotise the 
very midfield he ought to have 
been starring in. 

Sometimes the word “ouch” 
just doesn't get remotely close. 

Which is why he intends to 
make the most of what is about 
tocome his way here in Germany 
over the next few weeks and to 
ensure Euro 2024 is remembered 
as his very own relaunch. 

“All I remember is watching 
the Croatia game in my room, 
not being able to do anything; 
Gilmour said with a wince 
yesterday as he took his turn at 
performing media duties here 
in Scotland’s Garmisch- 
Partenkirchen base camp. 

“I had to go straight to my 
house. I had my car so I had to 
drive straight there, no stops.

Which is 
precisely where Gilmour comes 
in, along with Celtic skipper 
Callum McGregor. 

Gilmour, now firmly established 
at Brighton, added: “I think that 
will be the aim for us. We know 
we are strong in games when we 
play football and keep the ball. 

“When we have it, they can't 
score. So it’s probably the best 
thing for us to do. 

“We will go out there against 
Germany, give it our all and 
hopefully try to win?
